Many footpath.s, flanked 
by vineyard.s, orchards, gar¬ 
dens, and low stone walls, 
radiate from the main vil¬ 
lage lantjs of Capri.

Pay’s Journey Into Night,” 
starring the famous Irish ac¬ 
tor, Anew McMaster, and 
Americas great lady of the 
theater.

Produced by Leigh Con¬ 
nell, Theodore Mann and 
Jose Quintero, “Long Day’s 
Journey Into Night” has been 
acclaimed the best play of 
the year, receiving the Puli¬ 
tzer Prize and tlie Drama 
CYitics’ and Perry awards. 

Anew McMaster makes his 
American debut as James 
Tyrone in this .startlingly 
autobiographic story of 
O’Neill’s stormy life. Fay 
Bainter, famed on the Broad¬ 
way stage for her vensatility 
in comedy and drama, has 
the role of Mary, his highly 
neurotic wife.
